Foster's JS'ew System o f Penm anship.— T he rage 
for employing itinerant writing masters w'ho affect to be 
able to impart more instruction in twelve hours than 
common sense teaches can be learned in as many weeks, 
is fast dying away, and parents are coming back to 
something like a proper consideration of this branch of 
education. 
Among the teachers of chirography now 
settled permanently among us, who do not boast of be­ 
ing miracle-workers, is Mr B. F. Foster, formerly of 2M- 
bany, N. Y. where he resided several years, and receiv­ 
ed the approbation of the first officers both of the state 
and city. 
IIis system is generally approved, and his 
essay on the best method of teaching penmanship re­ 
ceived the premium of the American Institute of Instruc­ 
tion. 
T he distinguishing features in the system intro­ 
duced by Mr F o s t e r are as follows :— 
1.— 'Fhe slow and formal practice of the old system is 
abandoned, and a series of ingenious exercises substitut­ 
ed, which impart a free, (lovviug command of the pen ; 
the letter» are executed by the simultaneous movement 
of the hand and fore arm Combined with that of the 
lingers and tlHimb— the arm resting lightly near the el­ 
bow— while the third nnd fourth fingers are used as a 
moveable support. 
2.— T he learner, by this means, attains a mastery of 
the simple and combined movements of the hand, arm 
and fingers, and this muscular facility enables him to 
write with ease, elegance and expedition. 
3.— T he process ol instruction is at once simple, ra­ 
tional and philosophical ; easily applied to practice and 
easily acquired. 
T he exercises are, from the first, per­ 
formed rapidly, and in addition to great freedom and ex­ 
pertness, the habit of writing straight, without lines, is 
given and confirmed. 
4.— T he style of w riting is bold, free, nnd business­ 
like ; combining, in an eminent degree, the essential 
qualities of legibility, uniform ity, compactness and | 
fa cility o f execution. 
5.— By the old mode, the pupil w as'wearied and dis- 
gusted in laboring over tasks he did not comprehend ; in 
this he is wane acquainted with the precise object o f j 
each exercise, and by interesting his understanding, his i 
attention is fixed and hi* curiosity excited, and finding at 
every lesson, that he is making rapid progress in the 
art, he requires no further incitement to peisevere than

happens in the case of a rich man, or of one whose fam­ 
ily is in atliuence— but if it is a poor man, they bury 
him without toll of bell, that none may know anything 
of it. 
At this signal, six priests of the convent, and two 
deacons with thuribles, repair to the house of the de­ 
ceased, to accompany him to the grave, which, in this 
country, is not till two or three days after his death, as 
they are not accustomed to bury their dead at an earlier 
period. 
They inter without any coffin, and with the 
face of the corpse uncovered. 
During this wake, they

any priest that wishes, goes to the chamber and reads
